Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1902, 
which  is  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  I  have  made  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Whitehaven  Rural  District,  and  the 
Ninth  since  the  formation  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  I  shall 
adhere  to  my  usual  custom  of  considering,  in  the  first  place,  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  district  during  the  year  compared  with  those 
of  previous  years  as  shewn  in  the  tables  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  in  the  additional  tables  which  I  annex. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1901,  I  explained  how  I  had  re¬ 
adjusted  the  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  the  preceding 
ten  years  in  the  light  of  the  information  obtained  by  the  census 
of  1901,  and  re-calculated  the  birth  and  death-rates  for  those 
years,  as  shewn  in  the  tables  of  comparisons,  in  accordance  with 
the  amended  estimate  of  population.  For  the  year  1902  I  have 
calculated  the  rates  on  an  estimated  population  of  18,000,  which 
is  only  forty-seven  more  than  the  census  population. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year 
numbered  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  which  is  equivalent  to 
a  death-rate  of  14-88  per  thousand  per  annum,  and  is  2-27  below 
the  average  of  16-65  per  thousand  per  annum  during  the  previous 
ten  years.  Nine  deaths,  however,  were  registered  in  the  Borough 
of  Whitehaven  during  the  year  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Rural 
District,  six  of  these  occurring  in  the  Union  Workhouse  and  three 
in  the  Whitehaven  and  West  Cumberland  Infirmary,  and  these 
being  added  to  those  registered  in  the  district  bring  the  total 
“deaths  in  or  belonging  to  the  district,”  as  shewn  in  Table  XII.,. 
to  one  hundred  and  ninety-six,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  nett 
death-rate  of  15*07  per  thousand  per  annum,  and  is  0*59  above 
the  average  of  14-48  per  thousand  per  annum  for  the  preceding 
ten  years. 
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Forty-three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  occurred 
during  the  year,  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  3-31  per  thousand 
of  estimated  population  per  annum,  or  0*09  below  the  average  of 
8-4  for  the  previous  ten  years.  The  number  of  births  during  the 
year  was  three  hundred  and  ninety-four,  so  that  the  infant  death- 
rate  per  thousand  births  registered  was  109-13,  which  is  4-67 
below  the  average  of  118*8  for  the  previous  ten  years. 


Of  children  under  five  years  of  age  sixty-four  deaths  were 
registered,  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  4-92,  which  is  0-15  below 
the  average  of  5*07  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

There  were  fifty- seven  deaths  of  persons  over  sixty-five  years 
of  age,  giving  a  senile  death-rate  of  4-38  per  thousand  per  annum, 
or  096  below  the  average  of  5*34  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

'Only  six  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  the  eight 
principal  Zymotic  diseases  enumerated  in  Table  VI. — two  from 
Measles,  two  from  Diarrhoea,  one  from  Diphtheria,  and  one  from 
Membranous  Croup.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death-rate 
of  0-46,  which  is  0*87  below  the  average  of  1-33  for  the  previous 
ten  years,  and  is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  any  one  of  those 
years.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  infant  death-rate  per 
thousand  births  registered,  and  the  death-rate  per  thousand  of 
population  of  infants,  of  children  under  five  years,  of  persons 
over  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  from  Zymotic  disease,  are  all 
below  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years,  as  is  also  the  death- 
rate  at  all  ages  reckoned  on  deaths  registered  in  the  district;  and, 
though  with  the  addition  of  the  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  who  died  in  the  Workhouse  and  Infirmary,  the  death-rate 
thus  corrected  is  0*59  above  the  average,  a  consideration  of  the 
causes  of  death,  given  in  Table  XII.,  shews  that  this  slight  in¬ 
crease  is  not  due  to  deaths  from  diseases  considered  preventable 
by  sanitary  measures,  but  to  the  larger  number  of  deaths  from 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Heart  Disease,  which  shew  an  in¬ 
crease  on  the  numbers  for  the  previous  year  of  nine,  nine,  and 
eight  respectively.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  during

1902  was  eight,  compared  with  nineteen  in  1901,  and  the  deaths 
certified  as  due  to  Premature  Birth,  eight  in  1902,  against  four 
in  1901. 

Of  the  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  births  registered  during 
the  year,  two  hundred  and  ten  were  boys  and  one  hundred  and 
eighty-four  girls.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  30-8  per 
thousand,  which  is  0-43  above  the  average  of  29-87  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  ten  years. 

Under  the  ‘‘Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,”  eighty- 
two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  numbers  notified 
during  each  of  the  previous  years  since  the  Act  came  into  force 
are  given  in  Table  X.,  the  average  for  the  twelve  years  being 
83-25.  The  majority  of  these,  as  in  each  of  the  previous  years, 
were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  which  sixty-five  cases  were  notified, 
against  an  average  of  69-5  for  the  preceding  twelve  years.  The 
distribution  of  the  cases  in  the  different  parishes  is  shewn  in 
Table  IX.,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  forty-two  occurred  in 
the  Parish  of  Hensingham.  Fifteen  of  these  were  removed  to 
Galemire  Hospital,  ten  from  the  village  of  Hensingham,  two  from 
Goosebntts,  two  from  Padstow,  and  one  from  Bankhouse  Cottages, 
all  in  the  Parish  of  Hensingham.  In  three  cases  two  patients 
were  removed  from  the  same  house,  and  in  one  case  a  mother  and 
her  three  children  were  taken  together  to  Hospital.  Of  the  cases 
treated  at  home,  two  members  of  the  family  suffered  from  the 
disease  in  three  instances,  and  in  one  house  three  children  were 
affected.  The  parents  were  in  these  cases  advised  to  let  the 
children  first  affected  go  to  Hospital,  but  declined  to  do  so,  and 
as  they  could  not  be  said  to  be  “  without  proper  lodging  or 
accommodation”  there  was  no  ground  for  compulsory  removal, 
but  the  event  shewed  that,  even  in  comparatively  roomy  houses, 
there  is  great  risk  of  infection  to  the  other  inmates,  and  that  re¬ 
moval  to  Hospital  is  the  safer  course  for  the  other  members  of 
the  family,  as  well  as  for  others  who  may  be  brought  in  contact 
with  them.  Of  the  seven  cases  in  the  Parish  of  Ennerdale,  three 
occurred  in  each  of  two  isolated  houses,  and  as  the  children  com¬ 
menced  in  each  case  almost  simultaneously  no  good  purpose 
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could  be  served  by  their  removal,  which  was  also  objected  to  on 
account  of  the  comparatively  remote  situation  from  the  Hospital. 
The  remaining  cases  could  be  treated  at  home  with  little  risk  of 
spreading  the  disease,  either  from  the  better  accommodation,  the 
smallness  of  the  family,  or  the  isolated  position  of  the  house. 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  printed  instructions  were 
supplied  as  to  isolation  and  disinfection,  disinfectants  being  also 
gratuitously  provided  where  necessary,  and  the  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patient  were  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  the  removal  or  recovery  of  the  patient. 

The  case  of  Membranous  Croup  notified  at  Distington,  and 
the  case  of  Diphtheria  at  Hensingham,  occurred  in  children  aged 
respectively  five  years  and  two  years,  and  proved  rapidly  fatal. 
No  insanitary  condition  existed  in  either  case  at  the  house  where 
the  case  occurred. 

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  at  Distington,  and  in  the 
two  Enteric  Fever  cases,  one  at  Distington  and  one  at  Moresby 
Parks,  the  usual  precautions  were  taken,  and  no  spread  of  the 
disease  occurred. 

Twelve  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year  in 
different  parts  of  the  district. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  district  is  free  from  infectious 
disease,  the  only  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  since  the  end  of 
November  having  been  removed  to  Hospital. 

In  February  and  March  an  epidemic  of  Mumps  occurred  at 
Parton.  I  found  a  great  many  children  suffering  from  the 
disease  who  had  been  attending  the  village  school  in  the  boys’, 
girls’,  and  infants’  departments,  and  recommended  that  all 
children  from  houses  in  which  cases  had  occurred,  as  well  as  the 
patients  themselves,  should  be  excluded  from  the  schools  until  all 
danger  of  infection  was  at  an  end,  and  this  advice  was  acted 
upon  by  the  school  authorities. 
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In  all  cases  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  I  have 
satisfied  myself  that  proper  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  during  the  year 
inspected  the  different  portions  of  the  district  from  time  to  time. 
Many  minor  nuisances  detected  during  these  inspections  have 
been  remedied  on  verbal  notice  given  at  the  time.  Where 
necessary  formal  notices  have  been  sent  to  the  persons  responsible, 
and  these  have  almost  all  been  complied  with,  very  few  being 
still  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  water  supply  of  the  eight  parishes  south  of  Egremont  is 
still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  deal 
with  it.  The  negotiations,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last  Annual 
Report,  between  the  Whitehaven  Corporation,  the  Egremont 
Urban  District  Council,  and  the  Rural  District  Council  have  had 
no  result  so  far  as  the  Rural  District  Council  is  concerned. 
There  appears  to  have  been  some  doubt  as  to  the  effect  on  the 
Whitehaven  supply  of  interfering  with  the  pressure  by  tapping 
the  main  at  the  point  proposed.  A  scheme  has,  therefore,  been 
proposed  and  approved  by  the  Council  for  the  supply  of  the 
district  from  springs,  some  of  which  are  situated  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  Gosforth,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  and 
some  on  Cold  Fell.  The  owners  are  now  being  approached  with 
a  view  to  terms  being  arranged. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1901  I  referred  to  the 
proposal  to  provide  the  northern  end  of  the  parish  of  Lamplugh 
with  a  much  needed  water  supply  from  Owsen  Fell.  Plans  had 
been  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Council,  and  an  agreement 
entered  into  for  obtaining  the  water  and  the  necessary  wayleave, 
when  it  was  suggested  that,  instead  of  restricting  the  scheme  to 
the  northern  portion  of  the  parish,  it  might  be  better  to  extend 
the  pipes  to  a  point  near  the  parish  school,  where  they  could  be 
connected  with  the  pipes  which  at  present  supply  the  village  of 
Kirkland,  also  in  the  parish  of  Lamplugh,  with  water  from  the 
mains  of  the  Arlecdon  and  Frizrington  Urban  District  Council. 
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This  water  has  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  fei'fcpence  per 
thousand  gallons.  It  is  obtained  from  Cogra  Moss,  and,  although 
the  water,  as  it  issues  from  the  spring,  was  described  by  Dr.  Frank- 
land,  Analyst  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  to  whom  I  sent  a 
sample  as  “  one  of  the  purest  natural  waters  I  have  ever 
examined,”  there  are  times  when  the  spring  itself  is  insufficient  for 
the  requirements  of  the  district  that  has  to  be  supplied,  and  at 
such  times  it  is  necessary  to  utilise  the  water  from  the  reservoir 
provided  for  compensation  water,  and  under  these  circumstances 
there  are  many  complaints  of  the  quality  of  the  water.  If,  there¬ 
fore,  the  quantity  obtainable  from  Owsen  Fell  can  be  at  all  times 
relied  upon  to  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  whole  parish,  this 
extended  scheme,  which  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  a  com¬ 
mittee,  might  be  the  best,  especially  as  it  might  be  made  to 
iuclude  the  hamlet  of  Butt,  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of  the 
parish.  This  hamlet  is  in  close  proximity  to  the  village  of 
Ennerdale  Bridge,  in  the  parish  of  Ennerdale  and  Kinniside, 
where,  as  I  pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  present 
supply  is  very  unsatisfactory.  I  then  said  there  was  reason  to 
believe  that  the  private  supply  from  Crag  Fell,  which  is  laid  on  to 
some  of  the  houses  there,  might  be  made  available  for  the  whole 
of  the  village.  The  Council  were  unable,  however,  to  come  to 
terms  with  the  owners  of  this  supply,  and  the  village  is  still 
largely  dependent  for  drinking  water  on  streams  which  are  liable 
to  pollution.  Possibly  this  village  might  also  be  supplied  by  the 
Lamplugh  scheme. 

In  the  case  of  the  two  villages,  to  which  I  referred  in 
my  last  Annual  Report  as  about  to  be  provided  with  water 
from  Ennerdale  Lake  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the  Whitehaven 
Corporation,  the  pipes  have  been  laid,  and  the  water  turned  on 
during  the  past  year.  At  Sandwith  the  pipes  have  been  laid 
through  the  village,  and  about  half  the  houses  have  been 
connected.  Some  of  the  property  owners  have  been  somewhat 
slow  in  making  their  connections,  and  the  occupiers  have  still  to 
use  the  water  from  the  public  watering  place  in  the  village  which 
is  liable  to  pollution.  These  will  have  to  be  pressed  to  make  the 
connections.  In  some  cases  there  is  a  question  as  to  the  distance 
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from  the  houses  to  which  the  main  should  be  brought,  in  order 
that  the  owner  may  be  reasonably  required  to  make  the  connection. 

■At  Parton  the  new  supply  was  connected  with  the  existing 
pipes,  so  that  an  abundant  supply  throughout  the  village  is 
assured,  and  all  the  dry  closets  in  the  village  have  either  been 
converted  into  w.c.’s  or  the  owners  have  signified  their  intention 
of  having  them  so  converted  as  early  as  possible. 

The  “Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,”  which  came  into 

operation  on  1st  January,  1902,  ^imposed  new  powers  and  duties 

on  District  Councils  and  their  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Every 

District  Council  is  required  under  the  Act  to  keep  a  Register  of 

Workshops  situate  within  its  district.  The  District  Council  may

treat  as  a  nuisance  under  the  “  Public  Health  Act,  1875,”  any 
workshop  or  workplace  not  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  and  free  from 
effluvia  from  drains,  closets,  &c.,  and  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary  Inspector  may  order  lime¬ 
washing  or  cleansing  of  workshops,  and  recover  a  penalty  in 
default.  Every  person  employed  in  a  workshop  must  be  allowed 
two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  space  (or  four  hundred 
during  overtime),  and  overcrowding  of  a  workshop  may  be  treated 
as  a  nuisance  by  the  District  Council.  Notices  must  be  exhibited 
in  certain  cases  specifying  the  number  of  persons  to  be  employed 
in  each  room,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  must  notify  the 
District  Inspector  of  Factories  whenever  he  becomes  aware  that 
any  woman,  young  person  or  child  is  employed  in  a  workshop  in 
which  no  abstract  of  this  Act  is  posted  up  as  required.  Every 
workshop  must  be  provided  with  sufficient  means  of  ventilation, 
and  sufficient  ventilation  must  be  maintained,  otherwise  it  may  be 
treated  as  a  nuisance.  Certain  additional  sanitary  provisions  for 
Bakehouses  are  included  in  the  Act ;  there  must  be  no  drain¬ 
opening  in  the  bakehouse,  closets  must  not  communicate  directly 
with  the  bakehouse,  lime-washing  or  painting  must  be  done  at 
stated  intervals,  all  sleeping  rooms  on  the  same  floor  must  be 
completely  partitioned  off  from  the  bakehouse,  and  have  external 
windows  of  a  prescribed  size  which  will  open.  No  new  retail 
bakehouse  is  to  be  started,  the  floor  of  which  is  more  than  three 
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feet  below  the  level  of  the  roadway,  and  after  January,  1904,  no 
underground  bakehouse  is  to  continue  to  be  used  unless  the 
District  Council  gives  a  certificate  of  suitability.  Lists  of  home 
workers  are  to  be  sent  to  the  District  Council  twice  a  year  by  the 
occupier  of  every  factory  and  workshop  in  the  case  of  all  persons 
employed  in  certain  classes  of  work,  and  the  District  Council  may 
prohibit  the  giving  out  of  specified  classes  of  work  intended  to  be 
done  in  unwholesome  dwelllings  or  dwellings  where  notifiable 
disease  exists.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  in  his 
Annual  Report  to  deal  specifically  with  the  administration  of  the 
Act,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 
The  Factory  Inspector  may  notify  the  District  Council  of  any 
sanitary  defects  he  may  discover,  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
District  Council  to  make  such  inquiry  and  take  such  action  as 
seems  to  them  proper,  and  to  inform  the  Inspector  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  taken  in  consequence  of  the  notice.  The  officers  of  the 
District  Council  have  the  same  power  of  entry,  inspection, 
taking  legal  proceedings,  or  otherwise  with  respect  to  workshops 
and  workplaces  as  an  Inspector  under  the  Act. 

With  a  view  to  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  visited  the  different  parishes 
in  the  district,  and  entered  in  the  “Register  of  Workshops”  all 
places  that  seemed  to  come  within  its  scope.  We  have  also 
obtained  a  “Workshop  Record  Book”  in  which  we  have  entered 
particulars  of  each  workshop  in  regard  to  general  cleanliness, 
effluvia  or  defects  from  closets,  drains,  &c.,  necessity  for  lime¬ 
washing,  dimensions  of  each  room,  permissible  and  actual 
number  of  employes,  kind  and  efficiency  of  ventilation,  and  the 
like. 


Thirty-two  workshops  have  been  registered  during  the  year, 
of  which  ten  are  occupied  by  joiners,  eight  by  blacksmiths,  five  by 
shoemakers,  three  by  tailors,  two  by  dressmakers,  two  by  mixers 
of  scone  flour,  one  by  a  painter,  and  one  as  a  retail  bakehouse. 
These  employ  seventy-nine  males  and  twelve  females.  Nine  are 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Bees;  Distington,  Gosforth,  and  Lamplugh 
have  four  each;  Parton  and  St.  Bridget  three;  Ponsonby  two; 
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Hensingham,  Sandwith,  and  the  parish  of  St.  John’s,  Beckermet, 
one  each.  In  only  three  of  these  are  females  employed,  and  in 
none  of  them  was  the  abstract  of  the  Act  affixed.  As  required  by 
Section  133  of  the  Act,  I  gave  written  notice  of  the  omission  to 
the  Inspector  for  the  district.  It  is  not  compulsory  under  the 
Act  to  affix  a  copy  of  the  abstract  in  workshops  where  men  only 
are  employed,  bat  a  copy  has  been  drawn  up  specially  for  such 
places  for  the  information  of  the  occupier,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  Inspector  I  sent  him  a  list  of  all  places  where  I  found  no 
abstract  affixed,  even  where  men  only  were  employed.  The 
neglect  to  have  the  abstract  posted  up  in  those  cases  where  it 
ought  to  have  been  was  due  only  to  ignorance  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Act,  and  not  to  wilful  disregard  of  it,  the  workshops  not 
having  previously  been  registered,  and  therefore  not  visited  by  the 
Inspector. 

We  found  the  condition  of  the  workshops  on  the  whole 
satisfactory  in  regard  to  general  cleanliness,  air  space,  and 
ventilation,  and  there  was  no  case  in  which  the  District;  Council 
required  to  exercise  the  powers  they  possess  in  these  matters.  In 
no  case  was  there  insufficient  air  space  for  the  number  of  persons 
employed,  and  in  the  majority  it  was  far  in  excess  of  the  statutory 
requirements.  The  one  retail  bakehouse  registered  was  in  all 
respects  satisfactory.  There  do  not  appear  to  be  in  the  district 
any  home  workers  of  the  classes  indicated  in  the  Act,  a  list  of 
whom  is  to  be  sent  by  the  occupier  of  the  factory  or  workshop  to 
the  District  Council.  In  one  case  the  Factory  Inspector  notified 
the  District  Council  of  the  necessity  of  providing  separate  closet 
accommodation  for  each  sex  in  a  factory.  Notice  wras  served  on 
the  occupier  who  at  once  proceeded  to  remedy  the  defect  com¬ 
plained  of.

The  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these 
Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually  received  on  account  of  sickness  or 
infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums. 

The  only  Institution  within  the  District  receiving  sick  and  infirm  persons  from 
out-ide  the  District  is  Galemire  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Institutions  outside  the  District  receiving  sick  and  infirm  persons  from  the 
District  are  (1)  —  Whitehaven  and  West  Cumberland  Infirmary;  (2) — Whitehaven 
Union  Workhouse.
